HIDDEN CHIMES RING OUT 


Vox Mystica of the Echo Again 
Charms Its Hearers—Electric De- 
vice to Manipulate the Stops. 


Eix-Senator W. A. Clark of Montana for- 
mally opened last night his $120,000 or- 
gan, the largest chamber organ in the 
world. It is set up in the main picture 
Sallery of his new mansion at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Seventy-seventh Street, and he 
had invited to a recital the foremost 
Organists and musicians of the city. The 
Senator personally received his guests 
4nd no other members of his family were 
present. 

The house, which has been for nine 
years in the process of building, was in 
no sense open. Only a few rooms were 
Ughted, and it was said that the interior 
decorations will not be completed until the 
Fall, when there will be a regular house- 
warming. From the outside, indeed, last 
night there was no evidence that strains 
from what the musicians present declared 
to be the most tone-perfect organ in the 
world were being poured out, 

The instrument is not very large, one 
of its principal features, in fact, being 
its concentrated area. The chest and 
Pipes are situated in the south wing of 
the main picture gallery, on the second 
floor of the house, and above the en- 
trance to the gallery, and the pipes ex- 
tend to the top of the lofty ceiling, 

The console, or keyboard, is movable, 
and when in use abuts the organ proper 
to the right.. When-not in use it is hid- 
den in a niche of the marble corridor 
separating the main gallery from the ro- 
tunda and the conservatory of the copper 
tower. 

Hidden behind the Caen stone grill of 
the ceiling in the north wing of the main 
gallery, and totally invisible, is the echo 
organ, considered the most remarkable 
feature gf the organ. The chimes ring- 
ing out from the hidden source particu- 
larly delighted the critics present, and 
with the vox mystica of the echo organ 
aren to be the most perfect ever 

The organ was built by the Murray 
Harris Company of Los Angeles, makers 
of the giant organ at the Chicago Exposi-

Stantly killed. Schendel was trying to 
eclipse the world’s altitude record with a 
passenger. 

Ths aviator, who was practically @ be- 
ginner, rose this evening in a Dorner 
monoplane and had reached a height cf 
6,650 feet when a cannon was fired on the 
aviation field to ann the end of the 
day’s competition. A it later the 
monoplane was seen to assume a vertical 
position, and itis believed that Schendel 
was trying to glide to earth with his mo- 
tor shut off. Once, for a brief space of 
time, he seemed to have righted the ma-’ 
chine, but almost immediately he again 
lost control and the monoplane shot to 
earth with terrific speed, landing just 
outeide the aviation field. 

So great was the velocity of the fall 
that the prow of the machine was buried 
in the earth, The bodies of Schendel and 
Voss were frightfully mangled.

SU PERINTENDENT THE ISSUE 


Men Accuse Him of Unfairness and 
Demand That His Powers Bé Cur- 
talled—Ex-Gov.

There was plenty of evidence 
to show that Scheib’s conduct since the 
disappearance of his wife early in Feb- 
ruary would leave much to be explained 
if it could be shown that a crime had 
been committed. Scheib told one witness, 
according to her testimony, that his wife 
had gone to visit her folk in Massachu- 
setts, to anothef he said she had gone to 
see his mother in Chicago, to the third 
that. she was with friends in Cleveland, 
reine: others that she was ill in the Ger- 

Hospital, where she had gone to 
have an operation performed. 

To May Blake, a Lyric Theatre usher, 
who was the principg] witness of the day, 
he had detailed a story of his wife’s death 
fin March and of the funeral service in 
the home of her parents in Springfield. 
To Mrs. John H. Wyeth, wife of Scheib’s 
employer, he said within four days of his 
arrest, that he expected his wife to return 
soon from Chicago, where sife had been 
convalescing, the story of her illness havy- 
ing been told to Mrs. Wyeth in successful 
efforts to borrow money from her. To 
Detective Owens, who arrested him, Scheib 
said that his wife was an orphan of whose 
parents he knew nothing. He said he had 
married her in Jersey City instead of this 
city, where the record showed the wedding 
had taken place. 

Where the evidence concerned the 
Scheib apartment it was no less free from 
conflicting stories. Nina Bray, a rent col- 
lector, told of entering tbe Scheib flat fre- 
quently after February to see if the 
Scheibs had moved and of retiring after 
seeing the furniture in place without find- 
ing any evidence of Mrs. Scheib’s death. 

“TI rang the bell, and it was answered 
on Feb. 2 and again on Feb. 1%,” she said, 
“but after that there were no answers. 
On such occasions I would open the door, 
lodk in and retire, I noticéd the bed 
covers were turned down and a pair of 
shoes ‘were under the’ bed. These con- 
ditions always remained the same.”

RAPID TRANSIT ACT APPLIED 


Appellate Division Concludes Commis- 
sion’s Power Is Limited to Deter- 
mining Legality of New. Securities. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme }: 


Court overruled yesterday the action of 
the Public Service Commigsion in refusing 
to approve the plan of reorganization of 
the Third Avenue Railroad Company. The 
Public Service Commission held that the 
reorganization was subject to its super- 
vision because the Legislature had in its 
creation of a Public Service Commission 
repealed the portion of the Rapid Transit 
act dealing th the reorganization of 
bankrupt r that all of the de- 
tails of the reo tion of such roads 
were subject to the Public Service Com- 
mission's approval, 

The commission rejected a plan .pro- 
posed by the Committee of Consolidated 
Bondholders under an agreement entered 
into Sept. 6, 1908, in which it was pro- 
posed to issue $37,560,000 4 per cent. bonds 
and $15,995,800 of stock at par for contri- 
bution of new cash by old stockholders 
of $37,200,000. The commission refused 
its approval on the ground that the actual 
value of the railroad properties did not 
Warrant such a large issue of stocks and 


Justice Clarke, « in stating the 
opinion of the court, sai 
‘The main question an ted has 
not been heretofore considered by any 
co The commission claims that it is 
for the commission to determine the de- 
tails of the reorganization scheme and the 
amount of stocks and bonds which may 
be issued in order to carry it out; that 
the wishes, views, and interests of the 
urchasers, the bondholders and stock- 
olders, chrystalized in their plan and 
.on the faith of which the purchase was 
made and confirmed by the court, are 
absolutel iy of no effect whatever, and that 
ae @ power to regulate these de- 
s.’’ 


On the further conclusion of the com- 
mission that the reor ization statute 
has been repealed- by the Public Service 
Commission act, not directly, but im- 
pliedly, Justice Clarke adds 

‘Re s by implication ‘are not fa- 
vored by the courts, and unless the pro- 
visions of the two acts are so inconsistent 
that they cannot both exist side by side a 
repeal of the earlier one by ‘the latter 
should not be declared. If the statute 
has been repealed then I know of no 
statute under which a reorganization of 

a@ railroad can be had. Certainly there 
are no provisions of the Public Service 
act which can availed of. 

“TI cannot. convince myself that the 
Legislature accidentally, indirectly, and 
unwittingly would so reverse and estroy 
the long established public policy of yr 
State in respect to the reorganization of 
railroads.’ 

Holding that the statute is still in 
force, Justice Clarke says the Public 
Service Commission's power is limited to 
determine only if the issue of the pro- 
posed stocks and bonds are in conformity 
with the provision of the railroad reor- 

ization statute; for the purpose of the 
Siocharge of the actual and not the-fic- 
titious bts of the company, and whether 
the new company is duly organized or 
becomes vested with the franchise and 
property. That the Public Service Com- 
mission is not vested: with power to pass 
me the plan of reorganization all the

BURNS. BEATS | DALY. 


But Margin of “Victory ‘Is Not Wide in 
Twentieth Century Bout. 


Frankie Burns of Jersey City outpoint- 
ed Johnny Daly of New York in a slash- 
ing ten-round bout at the Twentieth Cent- 
ury Athletic Club last night, the Jersey- 
ite gaining the popular verdict by his 
superior infighting and high¢class de- 
fensive work.~,But;-while: he. earned the 
decision, he hardly demonstrated his abil- 
ity to effectually whip Daly in a longer 
session, He found Daly a willing mixer 


and in several rounds the fighting was 
60 close that the Jersey bantam failed to 
show any advantage over his opponent. 
At the finish Frankie’s face was bleed- 
ing in two places and Daly's countenance 
showed plainly the effect of Burns’s 
sharp jabs. 

The ut was exceedingly fast and cor- 
nee ondingly slow in turns. The start and 

nish were' of the rapid-fire order, the 
bell in both the first. and last rounds 
sounding wee a big part of the excited 
crowd stoo and cheered madly for one 
or both o th ne boxers. So much noise 
was being made when the last bell sound- 
ed that the boys did not hear the signal 
and continued to mix it up furiously un- 
til Sammy wis, manager of Daly, 
fame into e ring, picked up his: boy 
and carried him to. the corner.

ROSEBERY ON DICKENS 


ORD ROSEBERY prefaced the follow- 
ing recent address on Charles Dick- 
ens, by saying that he was not going 

to make a. speech about the novelist’s 
works, or to plead for a memorial, but to 
“claim.the long overdue payment of a 
debt: 

“We now begin to realize that we have 
all been rather shabby fellows in enjoying 


the works of Dickens. He has given us a 


| Pleasure which, I think, none of us can 


| OVER SCE and we have given him un- 
| commonly little in return. It is estimated 
| these. facts are kindly supplied for my 
use this afternoon, I cannot conceive how 
they are artived at, but I give them for 
what they are worth—that there are 25,- 
000,000 sets of Dickens’s~ works in the 
world at this moment, making, as my 
statistician tells me, -due allowance 
for ‘wear and tear—and we must all 
allow .that the wear and tear of 
Dickens’s works must be almost the 
greatest wear and tear known in litera- 
ture. But for these great works, for 
which we owe him a debt which we can 
never express, and we can never repay, 
we gave him very little. I think he. died 
worth between’£70,000 and £80;000; and it 
is calculated that £50,000 of that arose not 
from. these works, but from his reading of 
these works on public occasions. Now I 
think we shall all feel that that is a very 
inadequate return, as compared with mod- 
ern returns—with the modern return, for 
example,. of a successful play—to_ this 
great wenits,. for what’ he did for us. 

“IT am not going into the detail of hig 
works. ‘I:am not going to appeal to that 
oble tragedy, ‘A Tale of Two Cities,’ 
which stands on a pedestal by itself, not 
as being greater than Dickens’s other 
works, which it was not, but as being dif- 
ferent ‘in kind dnd texture from them. 
For it is a, ‘tragedy, and his other works 
were not. I am not going to appeal to 
that delightful series of stories by which 
he: resuscitated Christmas as a popular 

stival. Apart from the religious feast, 
there are chronological circumstances in 
Christmas which make it highly unsuitable 
for any kind of rejoicing. It is towards 
the end of the year: when we anticipate 
with lively apprehension the delivery of 
our annual accounts, and, chronologically 
speaking, from causes apart from our own 
--control.no festival is so unhappily placed 
for rejoicing as is the festival of Christ- 
mas. This great genius took up Christ- 
tads; he; warmed ‘its:dying embers, and he 
has-left it,:what I think he did not find it}: 


jthe. great National rejoicing of the year.

THEODORE WINTHROP. 

Fifty years ago to-day Major Txxzo- 
pore ‘WinTHRop, military sécretary 
to Gen. BENJAMIN F. BUTLER, was shot 
through the heart by a Confederate 
bullet in the battle of, Big Bethel, one 
of the earliest engagements of the civil 
war. Seventeen other Union soldiers 
lost their lives in that encounter, but 
the death of WInTHROP made the pro- 
foundest impression throughout the 
North.' He died, to be sure, as a hero, 
n the service of his country, but he 
missed the enjoyment of the literary 
{triumphs for which he had worked 
with patience and zeal. WINTHROP was 
in his thirty-third year, and a relative 
af the Winthrops of Massachusetts, 
the Dwights of Connecticut, and the 
Woolseys of New York. He was a na- 
tive of Néw Haven, and'an honor man 
at Yale; he traveled extensively, in the 
Far West; in Central America, and in 
Europe, and his health was always in- 
firm. He was admitted to the bar, and 
practiced law in New York. But, above 
all, he was a neglected author. 

Just before he started southward 
with his regiment, the Seventh, James 
Russett Lowey accepted for The At- 
lantic Monthly a short story by WIn- 
THROP called “‘ Love and Skates.” This 
was published, we believe, after his 
death, and so were two articles con- 
tributed,to The Atlantic by the editor's 
request, describing the march of the 
Seventh toward the seat of war. WIN- 
THROP was detached from the Seventh 
by Gen. BuTLER and placed in a posi- 
tion of great responsibility. It was sald 
that he planned the reconnaissance and 
assault which led to the battle of Big 
Bethel. 

After his death there was much talk 


‘of his literary ambition and his collec- 


tion of unpublished manuscripts. An 
enterprising publisher gave his novels 
to the world. “Cecil Dreeme” was 
followed in turn by “ John Brent” and 
“ Edwin Brothertoft.” Everybody read 
these books in the sixties and well into 
the seventies. ‘The copy of any of them 
one obtained from a circulating library 
was always well thumbed. These, with 
two volumes of essays and travel 
sketches, and a thin book of poems con- 
stituted the works of THEODORE WIN- 
THROP. Absolutely unknown before his 
death, they enjoyed great favor for a 
period, and are now all but forgotten. 
A contemporary writer of war mem- 
ories, commenting on WINTHROP’s sad 
taking off, calls his books stories of the 
Great West. The spirit of the mad ride 
of John Brent through the canyon re- 
mains in his memory. But even “ John 
Brent” was not wholly a Western 
story, while the scene of “Cecil 
Dreeme,” which was introduced by the 
author’s friend, Grorce Wittiam CurR- 
Ts, is in and around Washington 
Square and the old University Build- 
ing, and “Edwin Brothertoft” Is a 
romance of Colonial Manhattan. 

‘A famous British critic declared that 
“Cecil Dreenie’’ was marked by “a 
distinct vein of original genius.” Like 
his other novels, it is somewhat unso- 
phisticated in construction and is 
touched with a certain morbidity. One 
of its personages, Densdeth, was id 
tified by acutely malicious critics with 
WintHropr’s brilliant friend of the fif- 
ties, WiLt1Aw Henry HuRLBUT. WIN- 
THROP was not alive to refute the 
charge. Nobody heeds it now.. WIn- 
THROP and HuRLBUT have alike passed 
into history, and who reads those fas- 
cinatjng novels of the early sixties, the 
public interest in which was so greatly 
increased by the knowledge of their 
author’s heroic death?

It hag’been urged as an argument | 
against woman suffrage that the!fem- 
inine mind is especially susceptible to 
prejudice, and that women will often 
act, especially if they feel that their 
intentions are praiseworthy, along lines 
not justified by reason. The prohibi- 
tion of the army canteen has been re- 
ferred. to as an earnest of what women 
would do if they had the direct power 
of the ballot. But even the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, which is 
primarily responsible for this measure, 
is beginning to show a division against 
it and to issue reasoned arguments 
based upon a calm contemplation of 
the facts. The woman suffrage organi- 
gations have never; we believe, official- 
ly pronounced upon the merits of the 
anti-canteen law. We.are convinced 
that, whereas by the mistaken efforts 
of’ women the canteen was abolished, 
only their rightly directed efforts can 
restore it to its place in the temperate 
régimé of the soldier’s life. We think 
the woman suffragists could not, by 
any other single measure, so commend 
their cause to candid consideration as 
by an unbiased pronouncement, pre- 
‘ceded by a thorough investigation, 
upon the merits of the canteen in the 
army.

Regular Army. he wants it to re- 
ceive before he lays before Congress a 
definite plan for thus extending what he 
considers the beneficial influences of 
“regular” military training. 

His suggestion will receive, on the one 
hand, the more or less fierce condemna- 
tion of the small, but.probably increasing, 
number of people whose opposition to 
war of any kind, waged for any purpose 
or reason, is so strong that they ‘hate 
anything that even looks like preparation 
for it. On the other hand, the idea will 
have more than a little attractiveness 
for those who insist that Gen. SHERMAN’S 
definition of war, while correct, did not 
cover the whole ground, and who feel 
that many of the qualities, mental and 
physical, characteristic of a good goldier 
are valuable assets for any nation. 

Gen. Woop’s desire, as briefly disclosed, 
is to create interest in and knowledge of 
the army through a much wider circle 
of intelligent and educated young men 
than the one including only. those who 
aspire to commissioned rank and a life 
career as an officer. At the same time, 

¢ doubtless expects his system of brief

INHERITANCE TAX. 


The Harte Bill, Aimed at Harsn Con- 
ditions, Is Not Yet Passed. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It behooves those who are interested tn 
ameliorating the harsh gonditions of the 
Present law taxing the estates of de- 
cedents to make their views known to 
the members of the New York Legisla- 
ture, and that promptly. In April Sena- 
tor Harte introduced a bill which, if en- 
acted, would remove most of the ob-, 
jectionable features of the present 
statute and its predecessor. 

This bill draws and defines a distinc- 
tion between tangible and intangible 
property, the latter being taken to mean 
incorporeal property, such as money, do- 
posits in bank, shares of stock, bonds, 
notes, credits, &c. Non-residents are not 
to be taxed on intangible property the 
evidences of which happen to be kept 
within the State of New York, but only on 
tangible property, 1, e:, real estate, goods, 
wares, and merchandise. 

This provision thus re-establishes the 
only just rule of law, by recognizing that 
intangible Property follows the situs of 
its owner, ‘and nullifies the absurd ruling 
of the Court of Appeals in the matter of 
Whiting 150, N. Y., 27. The right of a 
State to tax a transfer of property pass- 
ing to the heirs or devisees or legatees 
of a deceased person rests upon one of 
two facts: First, that the right of the 
heir, devisee or legatee to take such 
property is created and protected by the 
laws of the State; with regard to real 
property this is true whether the de- 
ceased was resident or non-resident. But 
the right of suctession to personal prop- 
erty is created and defined by the law of 
the State where the deceased was resident 
at the time of death, hence the right of 
another State, wherein some of his per- 
sonal property, or its evidences, was 
actually located, to tax such property 
must be referred to some other condition 
or fact. 

This leads to a consideration of the 
second fact justifying taxation in such 
case, and that is that the property is of 
such a nature as to have been benefited 
by the laws of the, State in the way of 
or that the decedent in 
some way was advantaged by such laws, 
as in the case of g non-resident mer- 
chant with regard to his merchandise. 
But so far as mere evidences of property 
rights are concerned, such as certificates 
of stock, bonds, &c., no such protection 
is necessary or exists, and therefore 
there is no reason in equity why such 
property should be taxed, 

But quite apart from the question of 
law and mo~2ls involved is that of policy. 
The effect of the present law has been a 
withdrawal of securities from the safety 
deposit vaults in New York State to an 
immense amount, estimated at $400,-

Wichita three ti at Topeka seven 
times, once at Coney Island, Kansas City- 
Los ‘Anweles, and San Francisco, twice at 
Pittsburg, three times at Philadelphia, 
once at Bayonne, N. J., and once at Cape 
Breton. In all Mrs. Nation had to pay 
the peer twenty-two times for taking 
the law into her own hands. 

During her travels Mrs. Nation came 
to New. York, and visited Police Head- 
quarters and John lL. Sullivan’s saloon. 
She did not do any smashing here, but 
gained considerable notoriety. In 1908 she 
created a disturbance in the White House 
in Washington in an effort to reach Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, and was ejected 4 two 
policemen. Then she went to the Capitol 
and disturbed the Senate, for which she 
wag fined $25 or thirty days in jail. The 
fine was obtained by selling hatchets. 

Mrs. Nation made a tour of Great 
Britain in 1008, visiting music halls and 
saloons and giving advice to Magistrates. 
She was arrest at Newcastle on Tyne 
for smashing, and appeared in the Londun 
music halls, where the audiencés hissed 
her off Ahe 8 In her own State of 
Kentucky Mrs. Nation had the reputation 
of being a. kindhearted, sympathetic, 
motherly woman before she moved into 
Kansas, where she became obsessed with 
the Prohibition doctrines. It was said 
that-her militant campaign called public 
attention to the rum traffic in the South 
and helped the cause of temperance a 
great deal by having the laws enforced 
against abuses in the liquor traffic.

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—Wheat, after a rather slow day, 
closed at some net advances for the day, & 
little under the best. The firmness of the 
market appeared to be partly due to the de- 
cided strength in feeding grain and to com- 


parative firmness abroad, with indications for 
a large decrease in world’s exports for: the 
week, The reports regarding the crop were 
in the main favorable, although there were 
ulte bullish reports from Kansas, and.some of 
the estimates from Oklahoma and Texas indli- 
cated Very small crops in those States. There 
were reports of temperatures in Oklahoma as 
high as 106 and Texas.104. Fear that the low 
barémeter, which has been hanging for a day 
or two over the Rocky Mountain regions might 
gradually work off without. bringing precipi- 
tation had some influence. The control of the 
cash wheat at Chicago and fear of manipula- 
tion in the July delivery also had influence. In 
Winnipeg the market is so congested that 
prices have been. over $1 a bushel for July, 
closing last night at 97%¢, after selling at 
$1.01. There were reports of offerings of new 
wheat.at the West, but not enough to have 
any influence. Bradstreet’s expo: for the 
week were 2,433,000 bushels, against 3,678,000 
bushels the previous week; Australian exports 
were 984,000 bushels, against 1,168,000 bushels 
the previous week, and Argentina 2,512,000 
bushels, against 8,762,000 bushels.

BEGIN A CAMPAIGN 


All Religions Represented at Ho- 
tel Astor Dinner, Where 400 


Leading Men Were Seated. 


NEW IDEAS TO BE SPREAD 


“Committee of the Men and Religion 
Movement” Undertakes to Interest 
the Nation in Active Church Work. 


An event in the history of the Christian 
Church in America was marked at @ din- 
ner at the Hotel Astor, given last night by 
“The Committee of Ninety-seven of the 
Men and Religion Forward Movement.” 
Two thousand men prominent in the 
churches of the city, including. pastors, 
bankers, merchants, and other profession- 
al and commercial men, were invited, and 
400 attended. Nearly all the churches and 
creeds of the Christian Church in Amer- 
ica are connected with this religious work. 
The organizations participating in it now 
are the Baptist Brotherhood, the Brother- 
hood of Andrew and Philip, the Brother- 
hood of the Disciples of Christ, the 


Brotherhood of St. Andrew, the Co 
Gane Brotherhood of Ameri rica, he 

ee (Commercial Travelers), the In- 
ternational Sunday School Association, 
the ternational Committee of Young 
Men’s Christian Associations, the Luther- 
an Brotherhood, the Methodist Brother- 
hood, the Otterbein Brotherhood (United 
Brethren), the Presbyterian Brotherhood 
of America, and the United Presbyterian 
Brotherhaod. 

The work will start at once, and it is 
intended that it shall reach every phase 
of American life. To-morrow will be 

Recognition Sunday,” and from -pulpits 
everywhere ministers will give recognition 
to the movement and help to spread it 
among their congregations. 

Men have hitherto felt that the task 
assigned to them in the Church was too 
etty_to be of much importance,” said 
ay B. Guild, the Executive Secretary of 
the movement, in explanation of its mean- 
ing. ‘‘There was the position of Sun- 
day School Superintendent and a few 
others-which needed men, but for the 
mass of the male membership there was 
nothing to do. The women run the church 
and run it well; but it is a bad thing 
not to enlist also the service of the great 
body of laymen and retain their interest 
in the salvation of the. world. That is 
one of the things—if not the chief thing 
sought by the ‘Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement.’ ”’ 

The principal ong at the dinner 
were the Rev. illiam T. Mannin 
tor of Trinity Church; Raymond Fos 
dick, Commissioner of Accounts of the 
City of New York, and Robert E. Speer 
of the Presbyterian Foreign Missions 
Board. 

Mr. Fosdick, whose subject was “ The 
Value of the Men and Religion Forward 
Movement to Civic Life,” said in part: 
“There is a demand in this country to- 
day for efficient citizens. The ae / way 
to consistently improve the quality of 
government is to improve the quality of 
the people. The civic situation in a given 
community is a pretty fair standard of 
the moral condition of its citizens. I pre- 
sume therefore it is with some discourage- 
ment that the thoughtful man to-day 
looks over the field of civic life in Amer- 
ica. There do not appear to be many 
facts upon which it is possible to base an 
optimistic theory. 

“The last two years especially seem to 
have furnished a bitter example of civic 
dishonor. The corruption of the New 
York Legislature, the shame of the Ohio 
Legislature, the wholesale purchase of 
votes in Indiana, the scandals of the 
Pittsburg Council, the general apathy of 
the citizens in all our big cities—all seem 
to cast an ominous reflection upon the 
present state of civic unconsciousness. 

“The really vicious influence in our 
civic life is not half so much the Build- 
ing Inspector who takes a bribe or the 
ignorant contractor who gives it, as the 
man of reputable standing in the com- 
munity, who, while professing his inter- 
est in the needs of Central Park, sells to 
the city for its use, through underhand 
and questionable methods, a lot of worth- 
less soil. The man who exercises a vicious 
influence in the civic life is the pastor of 
the church who congratulates me when I 
speak of the need of efficient men in our 
Government, and then asks me if I can 
find an easy job in my department for his 
son; the Principal of the‘school who talks 
patriotism to his pupils and then, while 
acting as a Condemnation. Commissioner, 
buys up land in his own right and cheats 
the city out of thousands of dollars. 

“The surest cure, however, for pessim- 

ism that I know is a careful reading of 
| history. We are on the — road.. We 
fare marching forward. In spite of the 
scandals that press so heavily upon us 
that it is difficult sometimes to see 
ahead, this country is not going to the 
| dogs, ‘and the surest proof that you be- 
llieve it is the fact that so many of you 
have gathered here to-night to launch 
@ campaign to hee us along. The people 
are awake, and the hope of the success 
of this movement lies in the fact that 
you are taking things at flood tide.” 

There were five other speakers, each 
of whom spoke for sevén minutes on 
different phases of the movement. Hubert 
Carleton of Boston put forward his plea 
in these epigrams: 

“There is ee much religion by proxy 
instead of proximity 5 too muc 
religion by a. £2 stead of by person.”’ 

“ The motto of the forward movement 
must be, ‘Seek the next man.’ 

“We must have individual work, This 
movement does not depend upon the 
scenery 

Ww. EB. “Millar of New York said: “‘ There 
are one or two chracteristics that will 
mark the missionary spirit of this com- 
ing. campaign. It is to be a unified mes- 
sage, and responsible for it are the great 
home and foreign missionaries. hat 
may this not mean to the future of the 
Christian church?” 

The other speakers were Warren L. 
Bunger of Dayton, Ohio; Elmore Harris 
of Toronto, and the Rev. Charles Stelzle 
of New York. James *@. Cannon presided 
at the dinner, and at the close called on 
Fred B. Smith to add a few words. 

The object of the movement, as ex- 
pressed in a few words in one of the pam- 
phiets already issued, is set forw as 
follows: ‘To leave with every church, 
brotherhood, Sunday School, and Young 
Men’s Christian Association a worthy 
and workable plan of specialized effort 
for men and boys; to assemble and pub- 
lish. a statement of the most approved 
methods of religious work for men and 
boys; to win to Christ and the Church 
the largest poset number of men and 
boys by May 1,.1912; to greatly.increase 
thé. enrollment of Bible classes; to con- 
tinue and increase the emphasis‘of the 
Christian religion @s the one and only 
hope .of the world, and to make antding 
the missionary enterprises of the Chure 
at home and abroad.”
